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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 2-1 8, 20 and 2 1 are allowed . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The current invent claims a method and system for storing caller IDs of missed 
calls when a wireless telephone is unregistered, i.e. power-off or out of range, storing 
the caller IDs and forwarding the caller IDs, based on the telephone's model, to the 
telephone when the telephone becomes registered. 

The prior art of Skog (US 5,930,701), Barvesten (US 6,31 1 ,057) and Nakamura 
(US 6,553,221) disclose similar features, but none of them teaches the forwarding 
missed caller IDs to a mobile phone based on the mobile phone's model.
